WASHINGTON. July 3.—With more 


than 150,000 troops assembling along 
the Mexican border the war depart- 
ment today toolc steps to decentralize 
direct administration ot the 1800-mile 
frontier in the interest of efficiency 
and probably to pave the way for the 
appointment of a supreme commander 
to co-ordinate all military activities on 
the international line and in 
Mexico. 


Three Military Departments

ticle regarding th« democratic situa- 
tion in Massachusetts is printed by the 
New York Herald under a. Boston date 
line: 


Word has come from Washington 


that Edmund Billings, collector ot tho 
port of Boston, is to be the represen- 
tative of the Wilson administration in 
this state In the coming presidential 
campaign. This means ths administra- 
tion has decided to ignore the demo- 
cratic state committee, headed by Mi- 
chael A. O'Lsary, and it has started a 
row that, according to prominent mem- 
tiers of tho committee, will cost the 
president 50,000 votes in Massachusetts 
Mr. O'Leary and his committee were 
Ignored by David I. Walsh when ho 
made his losing fight last fall agains 
the present republican governor, S&m 
uel W. McCall, and Mr..

A quadrant is attached for fixing the elevation at 
the projectile, and the wheel has a locking device for releasing a ball at 
any angle of the quadrant. The original model shot two ounce balls,-hut 
the new gun throws three pound balls and an explosive bomb prepared 
by Dr. Albertson. The power- is generated by a three horsepower electric- 
motor. The gun has received General Wood's commendation, Dr. Alberl- 
son said.
